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The Return to Zion. 


In the face of the exasperating checks and restrictions that 
the Palestine movement is experiencing at the moment we are 
wont to solace ourselves with the thought that after all 
-. temporary delays do not matter to a people that has waited in 
patience for two thousand years for its restoration to its 
National Home. There is comfort in this philosophy of 
resignation, but it *nvolves the grave danger of our remaining 
content to mark ‘time, and of our missing through inertia and 
deadening of the spirit opportunities for furthering the 
development of the National Home that may not recur 
once they have been allowed to slip. It is a striking and 
stimulating fact that it is within the memory of many men who 
are still alive that the first practical steps for ‘he resettlement 
of Palestine were taken. Fifty years ago to-day the first group 
of colonists, thirteen men and a girl, landed in Palestine and 
before a year was out the first Jewish settlement, so aptly 
named Rishon-le-Zion, had‘ been established. Within a brief 
half century the Yishuv has been created, and the glorious tale 
of Jewish achievements in the new Palestine is but, as it were, 
the history of yesterday, If so much could be done in so short 
a time, the natural reaction to enforced delays must be im- 
patience at the thought of the tasks the completion or 
initiation of which is in suspense. | 

The celebration of this Jubilee of the beginning of Palestine 
colonisation could not have fallen at a more opportune moment. 
The Palestine movement is marking time. Immigration 
certificates are being doled out in meagre handfuls, and 
the economic crisis in all the world save in Palestine itself 
has made the raising of capital for new enterprises a difficult 
task. It is well, then, that we should have the occasion for 
remembering what the retarn to Zion meant to those intrepid 
pioneers who, on June 24th, 1882, in a scorching Palestinian 
sun, stood for the first time on the land of their forefathers and 
faced a future of hardsh p and superhuman endurance, long 
-struggie with malaria, lack of water, and inexperience, and 


bore all gladly because of the exaltation of spirit. in which 
they returned home from exile. The example they set 
was quickly followed by others, and before twenty years 
had passed the foundations of the Yishuv had been well and 
truly laid. To tell the history of the growth of. the Palestine 
Movement and of the Vishur during this past half-century 
would need volunics. Many hands have essayed it, but each 
successive narration serves but to enhance admiration for-the 
dogged courage of the early colonists who held on in the face of 
great difficulties, and for the blazing enthusiasm of the leaders 
who, in the soul-annihilating miseries of the pogrom period, 
Whipped the spirit of the Jewish people into a vivifying 
spiritual force. 

One of the most potent factors in the successful accom- 
plishment of the first stage on the road to national self- 
realisation has been the Jewish National Fund, which this year 
celebrates its thirtieth anniversary. No-one, looking back at the 
history of Jewish colonisation in Palestine, would wish to belittle 
the magnificent work of Baron EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD: 
though the magnitude of his enterprises has not been suffi- 
ciently realised by many people. Even now his foundation, 
the Palestine Jewish Colonisation Association (the PICA), 
for sheer extent of its land-holdings, outstrips the Jewish 
National Fund. The former owns 874,000 dunams, the latter 
$12,000. Nor should it be forgotten that an even larger area, 
443 000 dunams, is in the hands of private persons and bodies. 
But the Jewish National Fund was founded by. the Fifth 
Zionist Congress with a definite programme that has captured 
the imagination of the Jewish people. Land acquired by the 
Fund is the everlasting possession of the Jewish people itself; 
ii cannot be used as a basis for speculation, and it is im ths 
Round the work of the Jewish 
National Fund there clings a glamour that in this year of the 


truest sense Jewish ‘land. 


eclebration of the two anniversaries cf turning-points in’ the 
history of the Jewish people will undoubtedly stumulate 
redoubled support for the Fund. While the politicians are still 
haggling over words and imaginary difficulties, sohd work can 
still be done, if only the Jewish people provides the means. 
That the will to do so exists among the Jews of this country 
was shown by the enthusiasm of the Reception given to Dr. 
WEIZMANN on Wednesday evening. And that the power 
to do so exists cannot be doubted by those who have heard 
from him of the wonderful example. set by South African 
Jewry. They have not pleaded economic difficulties, but in 
difficult times have doubled and trebled and quadrupled their 


sacrifices. And so, too, each individual English Jew will ask 


himself whether he is prepared to make sacrifices lest the return 
to Zion should remain a meaningless catch-word, and will make 
the maximum of response to the appeal that is now made to him

Jewry: Week by Week.

The voting system at Salonika is a long-standing Jewish 
grievance, and raises some pretty problems. In brief, for voting 


purposes the Jews of Salonika are formed into a separate electoral 
college or constituency. This has the advantage of always ensuring 
Jewish representation in the Legislature, but its disadvantages are 
patent. The Jews are segregated ina political Ghetto. The origin 
of the device appears to have been a desire to prevent the Jewish 
vote from reinforcing the ranks of the Opposition to the Government. 
Lastmonth. however, a Bill was introduced into the Chamber tosecure 
the substitution of proportional representation for majority elections, 
Although undersuch a system the danger of the balance of power being 
upset by Jewish votes was removed, the Prime Minister refused to 
allow the separate Jewish electoral college to be abrogated. He 
recoguised its injustice, but for some unexplained reason could not 
dispense with it at the moment. In fact, in the new Bill, a clause 
was expressly introduced for the perpetuation of the objectionable 
device. A Jewish member of the Government Party was brusquely 
silenced on venturing to remonstrate. The leaders of all the 
Opposition parties protested. All was in vain, and the Jews are 
accordingly still obliged to elect their two “Confessional” repre- 
sentatives. In truth, it has for long been very difficult to follow 
the workings of M. Venizelos's mind on Jewish questions. He is 
apt to express the most liberal opinions, and yet when it comes to 
putting them into practice to find all sorts of excuses for avoidiag

wobbled a liltle, but always swung back. When his emotions were 
stirred he was a sentimentalist, ever liable to get carried aw.y, 
invariably backwards. Time, and the erratic movements of Englisi 
post-War politics, played a queer shuttlecock game with “Jix" and 
Mr. Churchill. “Jix” gained his revenge and turned Churchill out 
at Manchester when the latter became President of the Board of 
Trade in 1908; they were at daggers drawn in 1922 when, on July 
4th of that year, “Jix” made his notorious attack ou Zionism 
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and Rutenberg in the House of Commons, saying he was 
no anti-Semite, that he had many Jewish friends and had 
been one of the early sympathisers of Zionism. Mr. Churchill 
was Colonial Secretary, and in one of the most brilliant and 
humorous speeches of his career, made the attack look puerile 
and the attacker somewhat absurd. But within twelve months 
“ Jix” was in the Cabinet and Mr. Churchill was an outcast from 
Westminster, wandering in search of a seat. Little more than a 
year later, before the end of 1924, they were in the same Cabinet; 
Mr. Churchill as Chancellor of the Exchequer, “Jix"” as Home 
Secretary. In the latter office, he was not as amenable to 
Jewish pleading as Mr. Churchill, who, when in the same 
position, gave to aliens refused entry under the Aliens Act of 
1905, the right to be legally represented before the Immigration 
Appeal Board. Pursuing wide activitizs with intensity, Lord 
Brentford laboured under the delusion that he was a man of liberal 
mind.’ His oddest hallucination was that he was a friend to the 
Jews. Yet he presided over the meeting addressed by the Arab 
Delegation in the Grand Committee Room of the House of Commons 
on March 10th, 1930, and did not see to it that any one of them 


should utter a word of regret for the tragic outrages of the previous |

Artificial Light on the Sabbath. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

A prohibition extremely important in the domestic life of most 
Jews is that contained in Exodus xxxv, 3, “Ye shall kindle no fire 
throvghout your habitations upon the Sabbath day.” 7 

Till lately most artificial light has been obtained by. burning in air 
some such substance 4s coal, gas, oi], &c. The words “ fire” and “ kindle ” 
in the above text clearly refer to any form of combustion, and Jews are 
therefore forbidden to obtain light on the Sabbath day in this manner. 
An cxplanatory law further ferbics them to handle any light so obtained. 
But the. pr. hibition dces not apply to every form of artificial light. It 
wotld be permitted on the Sabbath day to generate light by exposing 
lumincus paint at the window and then closing the shutters.  Shonld a 
Jew. find himself in the dark with a cat on the Sabbath eve.the text dces 
not forbid him the enjoyment of such light as he might obtain by stroking 
her the wrong way. It is, in short, clear that only such “hrtificial light.-is 
prohibited under th’s fre-foi bidd;ng as involve:.comtustion. Nowa 
powerful and serviceable light has been obtained more cr less rccently by 
the incardescetice of purc carbon in a vacuum, that is to say, under cir- 
cumstances where ccmbustion is impossible. It is true that combusticn 
takes place in the cnrzine which supplics the power that generates the 
necessary clectricity jut where the light is once fairly intrcduced, the 
electricity will ke gerecratcd at a central source whence it will te laid on 
like water in the houscs of tke district, and the light will be obtained by 
turning a tap. } 

It may be said that this action, although it kindles no fire, is useless 
Withort an already-kindled fire in arother part of the parish. Put in 
obtaining water.cn the Sabbath by turning on a tap, we are just as 
dependent on the labour of the water company’s servants as in turning on 
the electric light we are dcpendent on the engine of the Power Generator 
Company. Therefore, in the same way as a Jew is not considered to be 
availing himself of forbidden Sabbath labour when he fills a basin at his 
water tap, be cannot be accused, when he turns the electric tap, of 
employing forbidden Sabbath fire. It appears thus, that light obtained by 
the. electrical heating of pure carbon in a vacunm may be turned on or off 
and handled upcn the Sabbath. 

it has becn so customary to identify light with fire that this result 
may fcem startling at first sight. Assuming, however, that it is legitimate, 
it will permit a great increase in the Sabbath ecmfoit of yery many Jews,

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Quandaries. 


N enterprising London evening journal bas been running, day 
. by day, a series of quandaries—that is to ray, statements of 
the predicaments which occur in our lives, or, more shortly, the 
conundrums of existence. Recently it propounded a quandary 
which had a familiar look to us Jews. It ran as follows: ** You are 
a devout Churchman, well-known in your distiict. Your daughter, 
a minor, falls deeply in love with an Orthodox Jew, who wishes to 
marry her. Will you give your consent?” In accordance with its 
customary practice the paper thereafter printed a number of 
suswers to ifs conundrum, including several from prominent 
members of the Community. None of the latter gentlemen seem to 
have pointed out that if the Jewish party. to the situation was, as 
stated, “ Orthodox,” he would rot desire to marry the girl, with 
the result that the quandary could not arise, and, in truth, was 
no quandary at all, though the mere fact that it was printed 
in the paper shows that the question of intermarriage is not 
only a Jewish difficulty, as some of our crilics would lead 
one to believe, but a problem equally disturbing to non-Jews. 
{ am reminded of a debate to which I listened, years ago, in the 
House of Commons on the subject of Alien Immigration. 
The late Sir Charles Dilke was arguing strongly agairst the 
imposition of restricticn, and expressed the hope that the aliens 
would not only continue to be admitted freely, but that—I recollect 
his very words— they will mingle their blood with ours.” This 
wish was received with a chorus of scandalised ‘‘Ob, Oh's,”’ which 
stung my pride at the nrement, and which} I have never quite 
forgiven or forgotten! Io Germany, too, if I remember aright, the 
‘fanatical Nazis have strong ideas on the subject of Jewish-Christian 
marriages and so have some Russians—all of which seems to show 
that the practice of inter-marriage, if it continues to grow at its 
present pace, may ultimately be affected by other considerations than 
those we are in the habit of contemplating and that our inter- 
marriers, acting from love, material interests, or snobbery, may find 
that it is not only questions of family concord that they may have to 
reckon with! This, however, by the way! 


UR contemporary’s Jewish conundrum set my thoughts runnin 
on other Jewish quandaries that are constantly arising. [n 
point of fact we are full of quandaries, thanks, in part, perhaps,|to 
Jewish life in the Galut. Some of these are imposed from without, 
others are self-imposed. In the main we try to forget them and 
let things slide. .Our ancestors, compelled by law to go to church 
every Sunday, tricked the enemy humorously by putting some- 
thing into their ears. We,too, metaphorically, do the same. We 
not only stuff wadding into our ears but pull bandages over our 
eyes, and the person who dares to interfere with these aids to 
perfect nescience is voted a pestilent nuisance who ought to be 
suppressed. At the imminent risk of courting the indignation of 
my stuffed" and “ bandaged” co- religionists, I am venturing to 
propound a few more Jewish quandaries, ad la my evening con- 
temporary. Here they are: 


[® I know of an institution which is mismanaged and possibly, in 

part, corrupt, but which has nevertheless done, and is doing, 
good. work, should I speak out boldly or remain quiet, lest the 
institution be discredited by the publicity, and perhaps destroyed ? 


If I have a child who honestly rejects all religion and flouts its 
precepts, should I insist on his hypocritically acting the religious 
life? And in that case would I be doing more barm than good? 


pF I wished to start a movement in, say, some provincial town, in 

the interests, let us suppose, of Jewish security and honour and 
discovered that the only men who counted there were money-lenders, 
ought I to commit the movement to their hands, and chance some 
ugly case arising some day ? 


[¥ the Chief Rabbi, on a pastoral visit, has innocently accepted an 

invitation to the hospitable home of a notorious money-lender, 
and has been warned too late, ought he to retract his acceptance 
and offend his host, or go on with it and chance the cynical com- 
ments of the non-Jews of the town? Such a quandary, I believe, 
did befall a Chief Rabbi, long years ago—not the present occupant 
of the office. 


[F a poor Jew's son ‘wine a scholarship at a great public school 
should he allow him to accept it and attend the compulsory 


religious services—“ putting wadding into his ears,” so to speak—or © 


should he abandon the scholarship, sacrifice the boy's career, and 
perhaps ruin his life ? . 


()UGHT the Community to ask the help, in its causes, of distin- 
guished Jews who set every Jewish observance at defiance ?

may be aware or think that Traditional Judaism has defects or 
excesses Or anomalies . . . or we may be conscious of what we 
term its anachronisms. But is it part of our duty to shout aloud in 
the ears of the world the alleged deficiencies of our own faith?” 


Is this view correct, or is it wiser and better to speak out, no matter 
who is listening ? 


QUGHT a Jew to accept an invitation to lecture about Jews in a 
Church or Chape!? Some Ministers have placed no obstacles 


in the way, or have made reservations. At least one other, to my 
knowledge, has refused! 


Q)UGHT I to go on contributing to testimonials to worthy folk 
when there are more urgent calls for public purposes? Or should 
I tell the testimonial co!lectors to go to Jericho? 


HE above are but a few of the quandaries that occur in our 
daily Jewish life. There are, no doubt, many others. Some 
—especially the intransigents of Traditionalism—may think thata 
number or them are not quandaries at all, and that the Orthodox 
’ road pointg the way out, however painful to tread. Others may 
‘ advance rite for be ‘ieving that the solution is not sodemonstrable. 
All I can say is that while our quandaries may resolve themselves, 
for many Jews, into questions of expediency versus right, the time 
seems to have come when the Community should think bard about 
the major ones at least, and face up to the difficulties. If there are 
insincerities and shams among us, then we ought to speak our 
minds about them, and to speak in forthright fashion. We cannos 
afford, any longer, to spray humbug with rose water!

Morning Meetings Proposal Defeated. 


The Weinberg Pen for London. 

The celiberations at last Sunday's meeting of the Board were 
dull and drab compared with the May meeting. 
anything, in the various reports of the Committees which called for 
any comment, with the result—fortunate for those who bad to attend 
the Special Zionist. Conference later in the afternoon—that the 
proceedings only lasted just over an hour. 

Quite an unexpectedly long discussion took place on that 
paragraph of the Law and Parliamentary Committee Report w hich 
again recommended (the recommendation having been referred back 
to it at the last meeting) that the Board should revert to its former 
practice of meeting in the mornings during the summer as W ell as 
the winter. | 

It soon became apparent that there was considerable opposition 
to the recommendation, solely on the ground that Orthodox members 
from the’ Provinces could not attend a Sunday mornivg meeting 
in the summer without violating the Sabbath. All arguments 
proved of no avail and the recommendation was rejected by a large 
majority. 


There was little, if 


The Joint Foreign Committee gave its usual survey of the 
position of Jews in particular countries. and the only interesting 
matter in connection with Shechita was the announcement by Mr. 
Zeitlyn that a reply had now been received from the City of London 
Corporation in connection with the deputation which attended 
before the Markets Committee recently to urge upon the Committce 
the desirability of giving the Board of Shechita permission for the 
erection of Weinberg Pens. re. 

After the publicity given in certain daily newspapers to the 
ban which has been placed on .Jews by certain Insurance Companies 
‘a matter which was dealt with at length in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 
three years ago) it did not come quite as a surprise that one of the 
Deputies, Mr. Denis Millett, should have deprecated the practice of 
“rushing into print’ before communicating with the Press Com- 
mittee of the Board whenever Jewish interests are assailed. Mr. 
Millett in this connection urged the advisability of‘informing the 
various congregations throughout the country of the existence’ of 
the Pre:s Committee and of its functions. 


The President, Mr. 0. E. D’Aviapor-GoLpsMiIp (Anglo-Jewish 
Association), presided at the meeting, on Sunday afternoon, in the 
Communal Centre and, after moving a vote of condolence with Mr. 8. 
Mitchel (Bethnal Green) on the death of his wife, congratulated 
Mr. Morris Dupare on his recent celebration of his eightieth birth- 
day, and Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daicbes and Mrs. Daiches on the occasion 
of their Silver Wedding, 


Law and Parliamentary Committee. 


Mr. Lioxen L. Conen, K.C. (Bar ow-in-Furness) moved the 
t\eport of the Law and Parliamentary Committec, which stated that 
it bad given further consideration to the proposal to adopt a uniform 
time of meeting throughout the year, and now reccommended that, 
with effect from January, 1933, all future meetings of the Board 
should be held at 10.15 a.m. A Memorandum by Mr. NevilleJ. Laski, 
kK.C,, on the statistics relative to attendances at meetings since 1928, 
was hppended to the Report. 

Considerable opposition ‘to this recommendation manifested 
itself in the long diseussion which followed. 

Mr. M. Scniry (United Synagogue) moved its rejection on the 
grounds of religion. Scme of the Provincial members could not 
come up from the Provinces in time for Sunday morning meetings, 
without violating the Sabbath. 

Mr. Exsrst A. SILVERBERG (Nottingham) described it as an 
“amazing situation” that a Committee which incleded a Rabbi 
(he was referring to Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches) and a number of 
prominent members of the United Synagogue, should completely 
ignore the wishes of Orthodox Deputies from the Provinces. 

Mr. REUBEN LIEBERMAN (Brighten) also spoke against the 
recommendation. 

Mr. Lionen L. COREN made it clear that it was a question of 
what the majority of the members desired. He quoted figures 
which, he said, showed the average winter and summer attendances 
for the last four years. In 1929 the average winter attendance was 
132, and that for the summer 122; in 1930, it was 140 for the winter 
and 107 for the afternoon meetings in the summer; in 1931, the 
average figure for winter was 109 and that for the summer 135 (this 
increase, however, he attributed to the fact that it bappened to ba 
the commencement of a new session, which invariably produced 
both in that assembly and in others a greater zeal on the part of the 
members) ; the 1932 figures were 188 for the winter and 121 for the 
summer. The reason, therefore, for the submission of the recom. 
mendation in question was that the results had shown that no more

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir,—The protest made by the Rev. Ephraim Levine against the 
hysterical attack of your contributor “ Watchman” on the Angl!o- 
Jewish Ministry deserves the support and sympathy of all decent and 
right thinking men. 

Mr. Levine will probably be considered suspect in ~ Watch- 
man's” eyes as being a partner in what your contributor is pleased 
to calla “ bankrupt” firm, but the same objection cannot be raised 
against the testimony of one who, like myself, left the Ministry not 
because it was lacking in ideals and inspiration but because the 
Community which pays the piper insists upon calling its own tune, 

If *“ Watchman,” as the self-appointed mouthpiece of the Com- 
munity, now complains that the tune is “ blatant,’ he has only him- 
self to blame for havirig been responsible for its composition or 
selection. 

“Watchman” accuse; the Anglo-Jewish ‘Ministry of *“ pettiness,” 
“vacuous triviality,” “insufferable humbug” and “blank negation.” I 
will not weary your readers with a reiteration of all the vituperative 
epithets with which “ Watchman” saw fit to discredit your pages. Thoze 
which I have quoted form the key-notes of his tirade and will sufiice for 
the purpose of my reply. | 

Assuming (wh'ch I deny) that the work of the Jewish Ministry is, in 
fact, petty, trivial, or negative, whois to blame for this result? Not, sure: Vv) 
the Ministers who give themselves wholly end gladly to the service of 
Jndaism. tut the Communal Machine which cndeavours to restrict (to 
the credit of the M nistry let it be said, not always successfully) the work 
of the Minister to those flel’s of activity in which the results can cnly be 
petty. trivial and negative. 

It is -wors2 than idle for the Community to send forth its Ministcrs to 
do battle with the foes of irreligion indifference and miaterialism with 
both hands behind their backs and frequently success’ully 
vagced, and then complain, as ** Watchman ™ does, that ‘Judaism in these 
Islands is bleed ng to death.” 

The M.nistry knows quite well what. remedies to apply to prevent the 
life-blood of Judaism from flowing away, but if the patient insists upon a 
state of anwmia and refuses any tonic, is it fair to blame the doctor’? 

Let “ Watchman” come down from his elevated perch and é¢xamine 
the facts more closely in a ca'm ard dispassionate spirit. He will then 
be bound to arrive at the inevitable conclusion thatthe powers of irreligior, 
indifference and materialism were not set in m tion by tbe victims of 
his venom but by circumstances for which neither he nor they ean be 
held responsible. 

If his object. is to pronounc®? an honest verd:ct and not merely to 
register a conviction he will be compelled to admit thot, dniing the last 
25 years at least, the spokesmen ofthe Jewish Ministry (1 include therein 
the Chief Rabbicate and the Teaching Staff of Jews’ College) have 
proteste] again and again at the cribbing continement of the machine 
which employs them, 

Time after time, the Ministry has warned the Community that the 
“curate” ideal is not a satisfactory substitute forthe “ Rabbi” ideal. 

Time a‘tcx time, the Ministry has pleaied fora learned and scholarly 
Rabbinate, encouraged to acquire knowlecge and impart it both by the 
spoken and the wr.tten word, and charged with the task of preserving the 
eternal truths of our faith from contamination by the stream of anignorant 
materialism. Ignorance is our greatest curse, Lut the Community will 
not be taught. Is the teacher to blame ? 

Since “ Watchman ” isso free with his counsel fcr the Ministry, let me 
give him a word of advice. Let him take the Community to task. Let 
him start a campaign for the re-valuation of tle true function of the 
Ministry. Let him strive to change the system under which the Minister 
is reduced to a mere Synagogue efficia) and inaugurate a system under 
which the Minister shall be a sp‘ritual leader. 

If Judaism is to be properly served, the Minister must be a student 
and scholar, a well-cquipped teachcr and preacher, a man’ who has 
dlrunk deep of the wells of Jewish know edge and inspiration and who, by 
his personal life and actions, exemplifies these ideals in practice. 

Speaking for myself, I car. not whether my Minister is or is not cn 
efficient organiser of Boy Scout Troops or a successful collector tor Com 
munal charities, provided that when he enters the pulpit on the Sabtath 
he brings to me a breath of that garden of religion, learn'ng ard idealism 
of which he is the appointed keeper. _

What useful purpose does “ Watchman” think can 
be achieved by these constant attacks on the Jewish Ministry in the 
Jewish Press? Does he imagine that these frcquent onslarghts in the 
Pres: are calculated to attract self-respecting young men tothe Ministry ? 

By a'l means let us have cri.icism but let it be helpful criticism, 
couched in sympathetic and measured terms and nct mcre unbr dled 
denunciation. 

“ Waichman” and those who are infected by the same virus, may find 
pleasure in “ queering the pitch” for the Ministry, but queering the pitch 
is no part of playing the game as this term is undeistcod in this country,

Sir Robert's suggestion was put in the form of a motion which 
was carried. 

The recommendation of the Executive Commiitee “ That the 
necessary expenditure to be incurred by the Subscriptions Com- 
mittee be authorised by the Council,” was agreed to. 

Dr. Hertz said the amount would come to about £200, 


The Hestel. 


The CuleF RABBI said they would be pleased to learn that the 
llostel, which at one time had no more than three or four students, 
now haiten. Dr. Hertz paid a tribute, in which the Principal, Dr. 
ichler, joined, to the work of the Kev. J. and Mrs. Israelstam who 
were returning to Bradford. 

Mr. LESSER announced that arrangements had been made for 
Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Hyams to take up their duties as Wardens of the 
tlostel as a temporary measure. 

The following recommendation was carried: 

The Hostel Sub-Committee recommends to the Council that if and so long 
as accommodation at the Hostel be available approved students of similar 
standing to those of the College be taken in the Hostel, provided that the number 


of non-Jews’ College students shall at no time exceed the number of Jews’ 
College students in residence at whe Hostel. 


Reduction of Professorships. 


The meeting discussed the recommendation in the Economy Report 
that the Educational Staff of the College should be reduced b) § © substi- 
tution of a Lectureship at a salary of £300 per annum for one of the 
existing Professorships. 

The CHIEF RABBI stressed the serious consequences of such a step to 
the educational -efficiency of the College, and urged that every other 
ineans Of balancing the budget should be explored before having recourse 
to the reduction of staff and reducing the salaries of Professors. 

Major F. C. STERN said as the report of the Committee had been 
published in The JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Jewish Community would 
naturally ask them whether they had considered it. The appropriate 
people to consider the recommendation were those on the Educ.tion 
Committee, and he moved accordingly. 

Sir ROBERT WALBY COHEN said that, notwithstanding the unpleasant 
implications to which Dr. Hertz had referre, he (Sir Robert) thought that 
the Council ought to:face up to the possible necessity of reducing the 
Status of one of the positions on th» educational side of the College. This 
was a recommendation which, he thought, they ought to ask the Educa- 
tion Committee to consider thoroughly, and in regard to which they ought 
to ask them to give the Council! their views. 

Mr. LAURIE MaGNUS, who seconded Major S‘ern’s motion, stressed 
the fact that the Education Committee would report purely on the 
cducational aspect of the question. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and the discussicn was 
adjourned owing to the lateness of the hour. 

Before the conclusion of the proceedings, Dr. BUCHLER paid a warm 
tribute to the work of the Rev. Mr. Peckar, who had been in charge of the 
Chazanut Class at the College for the past twenty-one years. 


The Jewish Museum. 


Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., has made a complete transcript in English of 
the Cireumcisional Registers of the late Dr. Isaac Frankli», of Manchester, 
whose relict, it is interesting to note, died in her hundredth year last 
week. The registers of this well-known North Country Mohel were recently 
lodged in the Jewish Museum by the Board of Deputies, into whose pos- 
session they had come. Written by Dr. Isaac Franklia on vellum, they 
are partly in Hebrew and partly in English; they contain 1,402 names, 
mostly from Manchester and district, and cover the period 1835 to 1850. 
Mr. Laski’s transcript can be consulted in the Library at the Communal 
Centre. The registers form very valuable material for Anglo-Jewish 


historical research, 
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“Muscular Judaism. 
From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES. 
To the Editor of Tae JewisH CHRONICLE. 

Sik,—In his interesting causerie in last Friday's “Communal 
Armchair,” your esteemed contribu'or pays me the compliment of 
referring to some views I expressed on the subject of “ Muscular 
Judaism” in an address I delivered in April in London under the 
vuspices of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. A condensed report 
of the addregs appeared in your issue of April Sith, and it is evidently 
this suznmary of my observations that arrested the attention of 
your contributor and gave him the “vision” of my “ reproving 
form’ while he was writing on the achievements of Jews in 
athletics and sport. 

Will you allow me to siy, Sir, that your contributor need have 
no fear of me “ pointing a deprecating finger” at him—as long as 
he stresses the value of physical .fitness and muscular strength in 
comotnat.on with mental and moral fitness and spiritual strength. 
I have never said that Jewish teaching concerns only the soul and 
not the body. I have on many occasions, both in the pulpit and on 
the platform, emphasised the importance which Judaism attaches 
to bodily soundness and perfection, and even to beauty of form. 
When, however, a question arises as to which has a greater value in 
the preservation of the life of a people, or in the achievements of an 
individual, | have no hesitation in saying that spiritual strength is 
more important than physical strength, and that the mind p'ays a 
greater part than the body. The survival of the Jewish people and 
the achievements of its great men are among the many proofs which 
the history of men and nations provides for this contention. 
Jewish teaching constantly emphasises this truth, and it is our 
duty to bring it home to our own people and to the world at large. 

Had your contributor been present at the discussion on this 
subject which followed my Hebrew address to the London Tarbut 
Organisation on April 7th, he would have seen that I was not the only 
Zionist who held the view that there was a danger of exaggeration 
in the cult of the body among various sections of the Jewish youth 
in different parts of the world. It was against this exaggeration, 
which is sometimes even coupled with neglect of Jewish spiritual 
teaching, that I deemed it necessary to sound a note of warning. 
The enthusiasm created by the recent “ Maccabiah " performanccs 
in Tel-Aviv seems to render this warning even more necessary.

Verse 18. “At the commandment of the Lord.” MeNeile, in 
ihe CAMBRIDGE COMMENTARY, bas this note: “ Not only was a sign 
given by the cloud, but He used to give an oral command to Moses 
wiien the march was to bezin and end.” If this were correct, it is 
difficult to understand why the sign of the ascent and descent of the 
cloud was employed at all. There was no necessity for a double 
sigoal. The Hebrew, which is literally “ by the mouth of the Lord, 
might well be translated “by the will of the Lord”’’—in the present 
instance revealed by the movement of the cloud. 

Verse 19. ~ When thecloud tarried many days.’ It mizht some. 
times happen that there would bea lengthy ha‘t in an uncomfortable 
spot. For all that, the Israelites faithfully hecded the signal and woul! 
not remove to another site. 

Verse 20. Many molern exegetes sugzest the alteration of 5°S" 
to *S* and regard the mem as due to dittozraphy, since 553 is 
elsewhere preceded by a noun in tha construct state (compare 
Genesis xxxiv, 30). The text is, however, accepted as correct by 
Gesenius-Kautzsch (English ed., p. 424), where other examples of 
such apposit on are quoted. 

Verse 21. “By day and by night.” This is the only possible 
rendering of the Hebrew text, and Ebrlich treats it in two different 
ways. In his Hebrew commentary, he accepts its correctness and 
declares that since 8T denotes the day and its preceding evening, if 
the text had read 75°51 OF it would have meant an evening and the 
next duy and the following evening, which would be the equivalent 
oftwo days.

Reports are still current that parcels of food 
from Western Europe and America do nol always reach their 
tination, while the stories in circulation. telling how Jews are 
made to suffer in order to get them to report where foreign currency 
eing boarded are grim reading indeed. 
Yet a moment's reflexion must indicate that this cannot be the 
le story. Sarely the Soviet Authorities whose activities are 
racterized by much planning, must have some policy tn regard 
these two-and-a-half million Jews. 
The difficulty is to discover what that policy is. But a book 
s just been published in Berlin and Vienna (by the Verlag fur 
‘.iteratur und Politik) called Der Untergang des Judentums,” that 
to say a study of the decline of Judaism, which for the first time 


‘fords full information on this topic. Its author is Oito Heller, ° 


well known in Berlin as a Communist propagandist. Let it be said 
‘t once*that those who know German tolerably well should make 
point of perusing Heller's volume. 


For Heller there is only one solution of the Jewish problem—_ 


that propounded by the Communist thinkers. Surveying the 
istery of the Jewish people, Heller is of opinion that the role of the 
Jew in European civilisation bas been mainly that of trader, 
‘he Jew was the commercial intermediary; he was the specialist 

the exchange of ccmmodities. According to Heller the Jew has 
oiways been a trader. 

Those who have given some consideration to Jewish History 
will bave to declare that this view is somewhat one-sided and not 
-‘vrietly accurate. So far as can be judged by the evidence, the 
carlicst economy of the Jews in Palestine must have been agricul. 
‘ural. In later epochs Jews certainly became merchants and traders, 
\ut only when by reason of the legislation of the Chureh and the 
“tate they could devote themselves to nothing else. But Jews also 
practised medicine and engaged in industry, and their contribution 
to European civilisation. was by no means limited to the econom:c 
ephe re. 

Bat it is little use arguing with an author who from the nat ure 
of things must oceupy himse!f with special pleading. Heller is such 
anauther. Briefly his thesis is that the Jew is a prop of the capitalist 
system. So goon as Capitalisin threatens to break up—as Is actually 
ihe case at present—the Jew will tend to disappear. Already he 1s 
being quickly assimilated. Recent statistics relating to Jews 
certainly bear out Heller’s contentions in this regard. ‘The natural 
increase of Jews in certain lecalities is declining; indeed, the 
increase has turned into a decrease. That is one alarming fact, 
the other is the augmentation among Jews of mixed marriages. 


For Heller the end of the Jew is in sight. He does not over ook 
the Nationalist Revival. But he dismisses it as a piece of political 
folly. The Jews have long ceased to be a nation, he preaches. They 
were only a caste, kept alive by a particular ecoromic job. The need 


for that job is disappearing. There is, therefore, no hope of con- 


tinuance for the Jews in the West. They are doomed. Before long 
they will be totally ass milated. But what of the Jews of the East— 
over five millions of them? One balf lives in Poland and the other 
in Soviet Russia, It is with the fate of the latter that Heller is 
concerned. 
The earlier portion of Heller's book may be dismissed as a piece 


ith the 
of special pleading. But the second, dealing as 1 does wi 
Jewish policy of the Soviet Government, may be warmly commended 
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to those interested in the fate of their brethren in Soviet Russia. 
ie te they will find well-informed, almost enthusiastic, accounts of 
the Jew sh agricultural colonies in that vast realm, an@ the story of 
te ir formation. On November 30th, 1930, a “ Five Year Plan for the 
Neconstruction of the Jewish Population of the U.S.S.R.” was issued, 
us partol the National Five Year Plan which has generated so much 
inte rest outside Russia. For the year 1932-33 provision was made for 
‘conomically mobilising 1,446,000 Jews, that is.to say 50.7 per cent. of 
the estitrated Jewish population of the Soviet Union, and over seven 
mnillion roubles were allocated for the purpose. That is planning 

nea , Actually at the beginning of 1931, 51,910 Jewish families were 
cultivating 2,061,000 acres of land in Soviet Russia, principaily in 
the Ukraine, White Russia and the Crimea. Heller compares these 
ligures with the colonisation in Palestine. There there are some 
1.000 Jewish colonists on some 300.000 acres. 


In 1930 the Soviet Authorities finally decided to set apart 


territory in Biro-Bidjan, in the Far East, on the borders of 
Manchuria, for the purpose of establishing a Jewish Soviet Republic 
within the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics. The Budget for 
this territory for 1931 amounted to 10.670.000 roubles. 

What may be termed the “cultural” side: of Jewish life is 
naturally receiving attention. Heller is full of information on this 
aspectotthe problem. For him, as for all dommunist theorists, 
\iddish is the language which best expresses the soul of the Jewish 
inasses, and it is Yiddish which is being cultivated in all the Jewish 
settlements in Russia. Yiddish is the language of the schools, of the 
Courts, eventually of the University. According to Heller, Hebrew 
is a dead language, and to attempt to rev.ve it the work only of 
hopeless idealists. Indeed, the whole Palestine venture is. in Heller's 
view, a piece of British Imperialism. He advocates the ery for all 
Jews, not “Next year in .Jerusalem,.” but “Next year in Biro- 


bidjan.’ Heller appears to overlook the fact that when Jews hear 
the cry “ Next year in Jerusalem,” a lump goes into their throats. 
Centuries of deep sentiment appear to be stirred andthe Jewish 
soul is moved. “Next yerr in Biro-Bidjan” leaves Jews cold. 


There is no magic in the name. 

Yet the fact cannot be overlooked that in Soviet Russia plans 
are being carried out for organising over two million Jews in some 
sort of corporate life. The only other parallel effort is in Palestine, 
The Soviet experiment is on a grander scale; the Palestine plan is 
characterised by the true Jewish spirit. Apart from several ema!) 
and not very important Jewish groupings in other parts of the 
world—which for all practical purposes may be regatded as 
negligible-—-these are the only attempts at the organisation of 
Jews. Elsewhere the virtual disappearance of the Jews is only 
a question of time. Jews interested in the fate of their people 
will, therefore, look with particular concern at these two 
enterprises. Palestine we know. Biro-Bidjanis far away and as 
vet but little illuminated by special kndWledge. Heller claims that 
ltiro-Bidjan will become before long a veritable Jewish Utopia. 
What shou'd our attitude be towards it? If it succeeds, if it saves 
a couple of-million Jews from losing their identity in assimilation, 
who will complain? At this stage we cannot tell what sort of Jews 
will be evolved there—Religious Jews, Nationalist Yiddigh-speaking 
Jews. Communist Jews-—-which ?. The question is, Is it better to 
have any sort of Jews than none af all? Besides, we cannot te!! 
os vet the sort of Jews that will populate Palestine. We know what 
our hopes are for them. But certainty there is not. However that 
may be, those who desire to be. in'ormed as to the present stage of 
the effort to organise Jews in Russia cannot do better than read the 
pages of Otto Heller.

The World Congress. 
p> --- 


A vigorous attack on the World Cor gress idea bas been made by 


Dr. Cyrus Adler, who termed the corgr.ss and the preliminary con- 
ference “a sensational blunder and péthaps one of the most colcssal 
mistakes in the history of the Jewish people. Dr. Adler accused 


the American Jewish Congress of a breach of faith with the American 
Jewish Committec, and said that Ir. Wise had made it clear throvgh 
his recent allegations concerning the Committee that a united effort 
by Congréss and the Committee was not possible. He further stated 
that the Jews of. Europe, pecially Germany, do’ not wanta World 
Congress No helpful action could result from a preliminary con- 
ference and a spec'acte might be furnished which would ba ludicrous 


and possilfy tragic. Moreover, the enemies of the Jews, particularly 


int Germany, would seize upon a World Corgress as an alleged justi- 
lication of their charges. Dr. Adler nalisted out that; despite the 


agreement that Congress should consult the Committee on quést‘ons 
where jointaction. might be taken the Committee was not consulted 
on the subjcct of a pre’iminary conference when the idea was first 
broached at Basle last year. des pite the fact that officials of the Com- 
mittee were presentat Basle. Dr. Adler concluded by saving that he 
had time and again kept silent when he shou'd have spoken, boping 
by silence at least to prevent the public appearance of disunion, but 
it apprared to him necessary now to make the position of the Com. 
mittee clear. 

In the the Rabbinical 
adopted a resolution calling for the convening of a preliminary con- 
ference with a view to esta a World Jowish Congress. This 
resolution was adopted despite the fact that the Synago.ue Cour cil, 
with which the oifilated recently, urged. its constituent 
bodies to eppose the movement. The qnestion of a World Congress 
is gathering mcmentum daily, and it is likely that it will be strenu- 
ously Ccebated within the next month. The American Jewish 
(‘ongress has announced that the Italian Government has authorised 
the Union of.

It is announced that 
Professor Tedeschi will personally present to the Conference his plan 
for outlawing anti-Semitiem.

Combating Anti-Semitism. 

The New York Academy of Medicine the other day refused 
seVcral proposed bequests representing large sums because their 
donors stipulated that the grants should not be made to institutions 
with which Jews were connecte!, A wealthy citizen proposed to 
leave the Academy the sum of two hundred thousand dollars or 
more for research in medicine but it was stipulated that no grants 
could be made to Jews or any individual working in an institr. 
tion which had a Jew as a member of its board. This proposal 
was unanimously turned down by the Trustees of the Academy, 
Another heartening sign is the message to Christian Churches sent 
by the Committee for Goodwill between Christians and Jews of the 
Federal Coun, of the Churches of Christ in America. This message 
asks Christian ‘s,urches to fight v'gorously any Hitler anti-Semitic 
propoganda in a.werica. On the other hand, the Jews of Philadelphia 
have complained that ‘recently the asti-Semitic virus has broken 
out severely in that city, especial!y in connection with the elections 
that were held a month ego. The climax came when a Christian 
Minister slandered a Jewish cardidate for Con: ress, and also tcok 
the opportunity of telling, at the same time, what he thought of the 
Jewish people as a whwie. Anti-Jewish statements ostensibly 
signed by the Ku-Klux-Klan were posted in other districts where 
Jewish candidates were running for office.

A Letter from Berlin. 


The Menacing Situation. 
By ISRAEL COHEN. 


Anybody w ho visits Berlin after an abgence'of two yeare, during 
which such ominous and disquieting developments have taken place, 


naturally expects to find evidences of.the change as soon as he 


steps out of the railway station into the street. But when I lef! 
the station and threaded my way on a hot afternoon into the 
Kuifiirs'eridamm, where the open-air cafés were swarming with 
well-dressed folk, drinking their coffee or nibbling their ices wit!

The steady advance of the Naz’s, as illustrated 
by the creation of the Papen Government, is causing them the 
which déminates all their thoughts and actions. 
They fear that the worst bas not yet com”, and that the new 
elections for the Reichstag may render the position for the Jews 
much more menacing than it is now. I was told that there is 
scarcely a day on which an attack apes Jews in some per’ or other 
of Germany is not reported. 

The situation is much worse in the small towns ices in the bg 
cities, for there the Jews are mcre conspicuous and suffer more. 
The Jewish sho; keeper is boycotted, the Jewish doctor or lawy«: 
likewise, and the Jewish schcolboy is mol: sted or ostracised by tis 
non-Jewish schoolfellows. Hence there isa steady drift from the 
emaller to the large towns. The question of a Jewish self-defence 
organisation in Berlin has been carefully discussed, but owing to tho 
distribution of the Jews through all parts of the city it is considered 
impossib!e to adopt any effective measur‘s. 

The Nazi Broadcast. 


The speech broadcast Ly the Nazi leader, Gregor Sirasser, 
leaves no doubt as to the intentions of H tler’s party. He denied 
that they intended conducting a persecution of the Jews, probably 
because .of the warnings received from abroad, but he stated 
c‘early that they demand a Government régime without Jews, 
‘without the Jewish spirit that is alien to us Germans, without 
Jewish figures in the backg: ound (Hintermdnner) or Jewish capitalist 
interests.” All this is, of course, nothing new, but it remains to bo 
seen Whether the threatened disfranchisement of German Jews was 
nothing but a hollow war-cry. The speech of Strasser has bad a 
rather peculiar scquel. He was to have received for it a fee of 
150 marks from the Berlin Broadcasting Station, but he was 
anticipated by the Jewish lawyer, Dr. Otto Landsberg, who secured 
an order from Court that the money should be paid out to him on 
account of a legal debt owing by Strasser to the ex-Prussian Premier, 
Otto Braun, whom Dr. Landsberg represented. This action has 
aroused the wrath of the Nazi press, who abuse Dr. Landsberg for 
his “ Jewish tri k” and maintain that he has thus prevented the 
Nazi leader from presenting his fee to the poor, as he had intended!

The study and applica- 
tion of the science of morals has not kept pace 
with the other sciences, and has led to a gradual 
unbalancing of the human mind.

United Synagogue must not be taken in any deroga- 
tory sense of disparagement of other welfare works 
which go on in our Community to the enormous 
‘credit of a great body of men and women, who 
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willingly and voluntarily sacrifice labour and leisure 
in the service of their fellow beings. I mention 
it simply as an illustration of the effectiveness and 
extent to which our welfare organisation has grown 
during the last generation. It is difficult, nay, 
almost impossible, to give any complete picture’ 
of the aggregate volume of this work, for it proceeds 
in many directions in a quiet, unostentatious way, 
helping and uplifting all who come within its 
influence. Safety and success always lie in quiet 
seclusion and the unpretentious work effected by 
those who do not seek the ordinary rewards of 
popularity and publicity, but who are content 
with that satisfaction which follows from personal 
effort, which they think, and indeed know, cannot 
be made in Vain nor is ever wasted.

In association with all these organisa- 
tions many men and women have for years devoted 
themselves to humanitarian work, bringing hearts 
and minds to bear on the solution of problems 
which concern the poor and miserable amongst 
us, in addition to providing material help to alle- 
viate the conditions they know unhappily exist. 
From its earliest days the Jewish Board of Guar- 
dians, for example, in providing relief service and 
distributing alms from funds liberally supplied, 
endeavoured at the same time to assist and guide 
the recipients with friendly advice and exhortation. 
But there was and could be no systematic attempt 
to keep in close and regular touch with the people 
by the establishment of a personal link in friendly 
intercourse whilst helping in the solution of their 
troubles. The unavoidable promiscuous character 
of such work was, from a Ministerial point of view, 
its great drawback. It is at this point that our 
own special work as Ministers of God becomes 
apparent; we have to show the value of the 
precept of R. Jose ben Jochanan: ** Let thy house 
be open wide and let the poor be members of thy 
household.”’ It is for us to strehgthen the ties of 
attachment of the poorest to the Temples of God, 
which are our charge, and we do this best by our 
friendly interest in every aspect of their lives. 
The social welfare worker, it must be remembered, 
holds a brief not for a class, but for the principles 
of justice and right dealing, in the light of which 
he is called upon to examine facts and give help 
and sympathy; and what, after all, is Judaism

and value. We expected that those who had left 
school within the last ten to fifteen years would 
have proved to have benetited in every regard from 
all the care, not to say love, that had been lavished 
upon them. Alas for our optimism !—a wave of

They know an extraordinary revelation, namely, 
how utterly unfit many fathers and mothers are 
for parenthood. Parents are often unable to control 
their children at all, let alone win their love and 
respect. A cuff on the ear is all too often the only 
conception ef the meaning of parental control. 


Too often babies are set adrift as soon as their legs 
will carry them, though I rejoice to think the sight 
of a bandylegged child is: becoming rare. Our 
welfare centres, our nurseries and maternity clinics 
have justified themselves at least in this. But as 
the children grow up they are all too often aban- 
doned to chance companionship of the worst kind 
or to the amusement of the streets. Parents need 
to be convinced of the valuc of religious classes 


and influenced to secure the regular attendance 


of their children. There has been of late years a 
noticeable slackening in this respect. Parents are 
often indifferent or ignorant, and the fact that 
there is a weakening of the hold of the homes 
over the Jewish child must be faced. Our object 
must be to convince parents that in the world, of 
childhood they will find their best inspiration and 
consolation in trial and trouble. It was once the 
aim of Jewish people to live again, and for ever, 
in their children.

JEWISH COLONISATION IN SOVIET RUSSIA TURNS THE CORNER. 


I, 

The Jewish colonisation movement is still the 
most outstanding event of Jewish life in Soviet 
Russia, and most Jewish news in that country 
centres around it. The Russian Revolution has 
brought forward this great scheme of economic 
reconstruction of Jewry as its favourite solution 
of all those terrible wrongs and injustices which 
the previous Tsaristic regime had imposed on the 
Jewish people, and as its own positive counterpart 
to the havoc and destruction which it has itself 
wrought in Jewish life while it was engaged’in the 
process of general destruction. Russian Jews haye,

as a whole, approved of this solution of their 
problem. They had themselves largely reached 
the same conclusion, They, too, recognised long 
ago that the non-productive economic occupa- 
tions into which the discrimination and persecution 
of centuries have forced them, is the worst breeding 
ground of anti-semitism and of most other Jewish 
misfortunes, and that a healthy, economic ameliora- 
tion of this morass is the only basis of the satis- 
factory solution of the Jewish problem. In the 
land movement they easily recognised an effort 
for Jewish regeneration in line with the best Jewish 


ideals of the seeond half of the lagt century, be- 


ginning with the early groping of Zionism. The 
Soviet Government, as they clearly saw, had only 
raised the existing Jewish tendency for economic 
productivisation to the position of a huge social 
experiment conducted by a big State instead of by 
insignificant private effort. This explains the 


spontaneous and uninterrupted enthusiasm for this 
movement on the part of the bulk of Russian 
Jewry; the sympathy of great multitudes of Jews 
outside the Soviet Union, and the generous financial _ 
assistance of American Jews. 

But while Jewish enthusiasm for colonisation 
has not abated since its inception in 1924-25, tho 
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fortunes of the movement have not always been 
‘he came during this period. Jewish land settlement

‘The Five Years Plan begun in 1929 in the 
industrial centres reached just then the small 
lowish villages which had never before known a 
tory, and bellowed forth its great message of 
lustrial development withthe stentorian voice of a 
huge loud speaker and with the cumulative strength 
of almost three years of suecess, Jews of all ayes, 
hut especially Jewish youth, answered the call 
nd rushed impetuousl y into the factories. plants, 
railways, mines and other industrial enterprises, 
‘ne official statistics of the Geserd (So ety for 
Jewish Land Settlement in Soviet Russia), pub- 
ished in the Méscow Emes of March 25th. show 
that the number of Jewish wage carners in the 
tLS.S.R. on April of last year was 787,000. Almest 
half that number SOOO then 
engaged in factories and in industrial enterprises. 
Mr. 5. Dimandstein, Commissar for Jewish Affairs in 
Soviet Russia, in his annual review of the Jewish 
“ttuation on November 7th, on the occasion of the

anniversary of the Revolution (published im the 


Moscow Emes of the same date), speaks of ay 
inerease of 200,000 Jewish workers for 1931 alone. 

We can state with certainty,” he says, “that by 
the end of the year (1931) we shall have not less 
than half a.million Jewish workers in the country.” 
it is only when this figure is compared with the 
hyure of 153,000 Jewish factory workers in Russia 
hefore the Revolution, and even with the 203,000 
of 1926, that the huge advance is realised. 


But. the very hugeness of this success of in- 


dustrialisation caused a corresponding decline in 
Jewish land settlement. One of the principal 
sources of strength of Jewish. colonisation is that 
it is not an artificial movement emanating from 
sentiment and fostered by theory. It flows from 
the vital, every-day needs of the people. Jews 
had taken to the land in Russia because all their 


other sources of livelihood had been destroyed by 


the Revolution, and land settlement was the only 
means of escape from starvation. ‘towards the 
end of 1930 and in 1931 the Five Years’ Plan pro- 
vided one. more outlet, an easier and more ac- 
cessible one than the land, and this quite naturally 
turned the stream of Jewish poverty partly in the 
new direction, with the result that the forward 
march of Jewish colonisation was arrested. 

The programme of the Geserd for 193] in all three 
Jewish colonisation districts—-in Ukraine, Crimea, 
and Biro-Bidjon—was for the settlement of 3,500 
new Jewish families, or 12,600 souls. Not more 
than 20 per cent, of the expected quota settled in 
Ukraine, less than 30 per cent. in Biro- Bidjon, and 
‘0 per cent. in Crimea—a failure very rare in the 
history of the Jewish colonisation in Russia. 

But worse than this failure in the settlement of 
new colonists was the misfortune which overtook 
the movement during 1931, owing to the wholesalo 
desertion of the land by the old settlers already 
established there for years, and to the dangerous 
trek begun from the colonies back to the cities. 
The Soviet Press, always very generous with figures 
and statistics, is not very liberal in this particular 
ease, But from the numerous reports in the Moscow 
Emes, the Charkoft Shiern and the Minsk Oktiaber 
one gathers that this back-to-the-city movement 
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And yet, so zealous 
were the Jewish Comniunists of the (seserd in the 
introduction of. collectivisation that all the Jewish 
colonies were collectivised* fully 100° per cent. 
during 1931. an 
other nationality in Soviet Russia, From the port 
of view of orthodox Communist teaching this was 
doubtless a fine showing, but it certamly -contri- 
buted very largely towards that calamitous move- 
ment from the colonies which almost wiped out 
in one vear all the gains of Jewish colonisation 
since its inception, and marked 1931 as the Black 
Year of Jewish. colonisation, 

So great was the debacle that it became neeessary 
for the Soviet Government to step in and take 
action caleulated to arrest the avalanche and to 
restore the shattered position, Toward the end of 
January the “Comzet™’ (Government Comittee for 
Jew ish Land Scttlement) wast ompletely reorganised, 
The old: administration, consisting of A. Merezhin, 
M. Tshemerinski and M. Golde—the three oldest 
and leading Jewish Communists in Russia—were 
removed from leadership. Mr. Boris Trotzki, a 
Communist agronomist, who had hitherto nothing 
to do with Jewish affairs, was appointed in Mr. 
Merezhin’s place'as chairman of the ““Comzet.” A 
new plan of action was worked: out, an almost 
revolutionary programme announced, and with a 
changed spirit, of which the changed leadership was 
only an external manifestation, the Jew'sh coloni- 
sation movement in Soviet Russia embarked upon 


a new era of its development, 


If, 

Mr. Merezhin and his colleagues resigned the 
leadership of the “Comzet” on January 28th of 
this vear, The annual plan of settlement for 1932 
had already been drafted and work on it already 
begun. It was a modest plan of the usual dimen- 
sions, a plan adapted to the conditions as they were 
known to be last vear, ‘he first act of Mr. 1 rotzki 
was to scrap this plan and to pre sent a new one im 
its place. Several months ago this new plan could 
have been called nothing but fantastic. It was 
so completely at variance with Jewish conditions 
as they were known to be. It provided for the 
settlement of : 

4,725 families in Ukraine ; 
800 families in Crimea ; 
14,000 individuals in Biro-Bidjon, 
Never before, not even in the heyday of Jewish

Colonisation in 1926, had such an ambiti ous plan 
been presented, The average number of new Jewish 
settlers per year had never exceeded 2,000 families 
in the last five years. Last year, as we have 
already seen, the number fell to less than one-third 
of this amount, and yet the new administration 
approached its task with a proposed increase of 
almest 400 per above the average and over 
1,000 per cent. abore Inst year, Even in Soviet 
ltussia, where they are used to grand gestures in 
planning and to high soaring of hopes, this seemed 
to be the exagverated Mise al ulation of men strange 
to their task and unacquainted with Jewish affairs. 

sut this time, strangers seem to have calculated 
better than old heads. B. Trotzki, who had never 
done any social work among Jews in Russia, 
appraised the situation better than Merezhin, who 
was with the Jewish Colonisation movement from 
its very inception. Figures forthe first three 
months of the new year show that already almost 
the entire quota of Crimea has been filled. Ukraine 
has received a third, and Biro Bidjon a fourth of 
their huge allotments. The Moscow. Emes ites 
the following official figures of the arrival of new 
settlers on April Ist: Ukraine, 1,439 familics; 
Crimea, 700 families; Biro-Bidjon, 453 families, 
and 1,200 individuals—a total in three months 
larger than that of any full year since 1926, atid 
three times as big as that of the whole of last year. 

(And the year is young yet, and the figures are 
rising from day to day. Daily the Soviet Jewish 
Press reports the arrival of fresh contingents of 
settlers in every one of the three areas of Jewish 
transmigration, 


Daily the total is mounting: as 
the tide of Colonisation is gathering force. The 
former long, dismal descriptions of the return of the 
old settlers have vanished from*the Soviet news- 
papers, Their place is taken by short, snappy, 
telegraphic reports of new arrivals and of quotas 
filled 100 per cent. and more. One gathers from 
these reports that there has never been such activity. 
on the Jewish Land Funds; never such a movement 
from the Jewish villages to the colonics: never 
It is 
clear that there is a new spirit in the land and 
among Soviet Jews with regard to Colonisation ; 
a revival of the movement on a grand seale; a

It would be very strange indeed if all this were 
due only to a change of leadership in the «‘Comzet.” 
(ireat mass movements like Jewish Colonisation do 
not undergo miraculous changes such as these only 
because a new chairman has been appointed to an 
organisation which mever more than reflected ita 
activity. There were other, much stronger and 
less personal, forces fermenting in the depth of 
Seviet life which were responsible for the change, 
In fact, even before the resignation of Mr. Merezhin, 
signs were accumulating that Colonisation was 
heading for improvement. The removal of Mr, 
Merezhin was, perhaps, nothing more than a mere 
sop to the displeased Communist criiics who were 
demanding a scapegoat and a visible sign of change, 
The new administration was, at best, an infusion 
of new blood which could only stimulate, but not 
transform, the movement. The real causes lie 
much deeper. | 

To begin with, Russian Industrialisation has 
reached the peak of its upward rush, and is. begin- 
ning to slow down perceptibly, 1931 will doubtless 
go down to history as the high-water mark of the 
first Soviet Five Years Plan, but already towards 
the end of the year signs of saturation began to 
appear, and there is hardly any doubt now that 
in the near future Russian industry will not rush 
forward with the same impetuosity as in the pre- 
vious three years, For the time being, at least, tho 
newly-built Russian factories and plants have had 
their first hunger appeased, and they will not be 
able to absorb as many new workers as they did, 
The call of the factory is thus no longer so urgent, 
and the lure of the industry no longer so powerful 
to people in Russia, gentile as well as Jews, 

Another uncontroversial fact known to every 
observer of life in Soviet Russia is that the Govern- 
ment is now slowly, but definitely, retreating from 
its previous advanced position with regard to land 
Collectivisation, By a series of decrees this 


measure has already had its sharpest teeth drawn, — 
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and it no longer is the dread of the peasant and of 
the colonists which it used to be. Grade work and 
better remuneration for harder work which‘ have 
been introduced into the Collective farm as into the 
factory ; the breaking-up of the big Collective into 
smaller units. which is now going on throughout 
Russia : and, finally, the last de ree of March 26th 
re-establishing private ownership of cattle and 
poultry—all clearly pave the way towards more 
private ownership within the Collective farm and 
the loosening up of the strict Communist principles 
which were so oppressive to most indi idualistically 
minded people. Since the days of Lenin Russian 
Communists have become famous for.their ability 
to retreat as well as to advance. At the present 
moment they are engaged in the former operation. 
They are retreating all along the line of Collec- 
tivisation. arid this is bound to have a beneficial 
effect on all agricultural work in Russia, including 
Jewish Colonisation.

SOURCES 


In the year 1738 there were reputed to be 6,000 
Jews living in England. As cel?fbacy among Jews 
is uncommon it may be assumed that most of those 
6,000. Jews of two centuries ago have descendants 
to-day in English-speaking lands. It is unlikely, 
however, that more than a small portion of this 
progeny has remained Jewish, fer the larger part 
would. have become absorbed by exter-marriage 
into the main population. Hence it seems likely 
that members of the Society of Genealogists who 
grapple with 17th, [Sth and 19th century pedigrees 
may frequently have to solve problems relating to 
Anglo-Jewish ancestry. 

Accordingly, I propose to lay before you this» 
afternoon some. suggestions as to the quarters to 
which one may reasonably look for information in 
reconstructing the history of an Anglo-Jewish 
family, or of an English family which contains a 
Jewish element. | am hopeful that my observa- 
tions will provoke from the skilled genealogists 

present further suggestions as to other likely 

sources, to the end that a complete modus operandi 

may be evolved. Let me confess at the outset that 

I am not myself a genealogist (but only an en- 
thusiastic amateur of Anglo-Jewish history), and

In fact, only one publication 
is cited, to wit, “‘ Old Jewish Families in England,” 
by Lucien Wolf (in progress 1885), but, qvaint'y 
enough, that was only a literary project which 
never emerged as «2 printed volume «nd was limited 
to a few articles in “* Leisure Hour.”’ Lut the late 
Lucien Wolf (for he died one-and-a-half years ago) 
did, nevertheless, contribute a great deal to our 
knowledge of this subject. And we may look 
forward to the time when his memoranda, which 
he bequeathed to the Jewish Historical Society of 
England, are made available to readers in the 
Mocatta Library at University College. ‘Ihe best 
printed sources for Anglo-Jewish genealogists are 
still two publications of 1887, both issued in con- 
nection with an Anglo-Jewish Historieal Exhibition 
held then at the Albert Hall, and both written by 
Lucien Wolf in collaboration with the late Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs. One is the catalogue of the 
Exhibition itself, and the annotations to the 2,600 
exhibits contain a mass of biographical data, 
notably in the sections devoted to personal relics, 
autographs, family documents, and portraits. One 
exhibit, No. 762, was a collection of fifty-eight 
Jewish pedigrees, printed and in manuscript, lent by

OF ANGLO-JEWISH GENEALOGY.®

Genealogy * set down as his sole hobby. The 
second publication of 1887 is ** Bibliotheca Anglo- 
Judaica, a Biblidgraphical Guide to Anglo-Jewish 
History.” Here are to be found for the period 
1657-1886 long lists of printed works under such 
headings as Trials and Leading Uases,’’ Internal 
and External Polemics,”’.and 
There is also a small section (pp. 120-2) devoted to 
biographies. followed by a valuable compilation 
entitled *‘ Miscellanea Biographia,’’ which is, in 
fact, an abridged biographical dictionary relating 
to some 230 Anglo-Jewish worthies, the sources of 
the information being furnished in every case.* 
Finally, the work under discussion contains a 
valuable introduction dealing with the menuscript 
sources of Anglo-Jewish history. Most. of the 
foregoing material was used subsequently irk the 
Jewish Encyclopedia, published in New York in 
1905, and having Dr. Joseph Jacobs as revising 
editor. It reappears, too, in the elev@€h volumes of 
*'Trangactions issued from 1893 onwards by the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, and, finally, 
itis synthetised by A. M. Hyamson in his ** History 
of the Jews in England,” of which a second edition 
came, out in 1928. About the only specifically 
genealogical additions to this corpus are five family 
histories, each furnished with a pedigree.t 
Now the Jews that camé to England from Crom- 
wellian times onwards were of two varieties— 
Iberian (Sephardim), and Eastern Europeans (Ash- 
kenazim). Both sorts were very variable with 
egerd to the names they bore. The Spanish and 
Pc ctuqnese fugitives from the Inquisition were 
many of them ailied to the noblest families of the 
Peninsula. Some of them, for example, Dr. 
termaudoe Mendes, a Court physician, and Senhor 
Alvaro da Costa, who came to London at the 
Restoration, retained their names and coats-of- 
arms and made no outward profession of Judaism, 
atthough the synagogue records afterwards knew 
these two Portuguese gentlemen as Moses Mendes 
and Jacob da Costa. Far more usual was it to 
discard the ancestral name from motives of prudence 
toe adopt a Jewish name from motives of faith, and 
to assume one or more commercial aliases for the 
better protection of business correspondents who 
had remained in the lands of the Inquisition. Thus, 
Mr. Abraham Israel de Sequeira, one of the pillars 
of Creechurch Lane Syneqogue in Stuart times, 
traded in Bury Street as Gomez Rodriguez, to- 
gether with a son Isaac Israel de Sequeira, alias 
Alphonso Rodriguez. But then’he had other sons, 
including Symon Henriques (sometimes called Symon 
Rodriguez), and Pantaleo Rodriguez Mogadouro.

Similarly, a Jew of London of the same period (who 
also had some links with Ireland and with Holland), 
one Isaac Haim Pereira, was known outside Judaism 
as Manuel Lopes Pereira, which was probably the 
name he had borne in his native Portugal; but for 
trading purposes he was sometimes Manoel do 
Velasquez, and sometimes Jacques Vandepeere. 
Later on, among these Sephardim, some anglicisa- 
tion of names took place; Martinez became 
Martins, Rodriguez Rodgers, Benhamo Benham, 
and Lindo Lindon. 

Most of the Eastern European Jews who poured 
into England during the eighteenth century-. and 
had been arriving here in smaller numbers during 
the preceding half-century—-were folk of the 
humbler sort, who had fled hither through economic, 
rather than through religious, pressure. They were 
slow to adopt family names, preferring to be known 
(im Hebrew or in its English or Yiddish equivalents) 
either as the sons of their fathers or else by the 
names of their birthplaces. ‘ 

Let me give you two examples of the process 
from which a permanent family name would ulti- 
mately emerge. Mordecai, the son of Moses, comes 
to London from Hamburg towards the-end of the 
l7th century, acquires a house in Magpie Alley, 
Fenchurch Street, and is krown among his fellow 
Jews as Mordecai Hamburger. (The synagogue 
which he established in his house was removed 
from that site relatively few years ago to Adler 
Street, E.l, and it is still called the Hambro Syna-_ 
gogue.) Mordecai, becoming a man of wealth and 
position, chooses to be known among Gentiles as 
Marcus Moses—Marcus being an elegant variant 
of the biblical name Mordecai—whilst his eldest 
son (piously called Moses after his deceased Grerman 
grandfather) was Moses ben Mordecai when among 
Jews, but Moses Marcus to the outer world. A 
family thus founded appears to stand equai chances 
of being known to later generations as Moses, Moss, 
Marcus, Marks, Hambro or Hamburger. A Bristol 
Jew, Eliezer, the son of Jacob, who built a syna- 
gogue there in 1786, was known to the townsmen 
as Lazarus Jacobs, but his sons and daughters all 
called themselves Lazarus, and the family survived 
under that name until Victorian times. English 
Jews of this Ashkenazi stock tended, too, to alter 
their family names; the Hebrew Zevi (a stag) 
would be Teutonised into Hirsch or Hirschel, then 
Anglicised into Hart, only to emerge finally as 
Harris, whilst the son of Uri would be known as 
Mr. Phillips, and the scion of David as Mr. Davis. 
Some, no doubt, showed their sense in discarding 
unattractive foreign-sounding names—for many of 
the later arrivals bore unpronounceable Slavonic 
patronymics. Allowing, too, that Jews have never 
been overpopular in these islands one may perhaps 
excuse an undoubted tendency on the part of some of 
them to camouflage their origin in the hope of 
social or business betterment. In this connection

‘* Burke’s General Armoury ”’ of 1884, with over 
60 entries of Jewish interest, affords more than one 
good illustration of how armorial records can be 
utilised in reconstructing Anglo-Jewish pedigrees. 
In 1732 Anthony Mendes, a London merchant, 
eldest. son of the royal physician previously 
mentioned, registered the Mendes coat-of-arms, 
being “ Six broken bones, two, two and two bar- 
wise,” relying on an earlier grant of 1723 to his 
father’s sister, Mistress Alvaro da Costa.

Customs of London During the l8th Century 
(1810), ‘Tois story, which must have been derived 
from some contemporaneous news sheet, describes 
a London Jew’s wedding in 1720, on which oecarion 
Leatherscilers Hall was hired for the festivities, 
which lasted six days, and a Guard of Grenadiers 
was secured for the bridal procession through the 
streets. In Walker's Hibernian Magazine” for 
the year 1802 (p. 764) is a fairly detailed account 
of the marriage in London of Mrs, Joachim, relict 
of Mr. Moses Joachim, to one Nathan Solymans of 
Dablin, and I have noted in Henry Farrer’s index 
to that magazine further mention of Dublin Jewish 
weddings in 1800 and 1804, As for the “ Gentleman's 
Magazine,” it is so full of Jewish material that 
the late Israel Zangwill is said to have derived 
from its columns all the local (London) cMtour for 
his “King of the Schnorrers.” Here is a breezy 
account from its pages (Vol, 80, Part II, page 184) 
of a Jewish marriage which took place in Hunting- 
donshire, of all counties, in the year 1810;

(2) Dr. L. D. Barnett has been engaged for some time in 
eataloguing the archives of the Spanish .and Portuguese 
Synagogue, but not, I regret, with any view to early publica- 
tion. They are variously in the Portuguese, Hebrew, Spanish 
and Bnalish tongues, The eartiest extant minute book 
(1663/1681) has, however, been translated and edited by 
Dr. Barnett, El Libro de loa Acuerdos (Oxford University 
Press, 1931). 
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“ August 5th, 1810, at Godmanchester, Hunting- 


donshire, at two o'clock p.m., by the Rev. Simon 


Lepseker, Mr. Jonas Lazarus, silversmith and 
jeweller, of Lincoln, to the beautiful and accom- 
plished Miss Rosceia Nathan, danghter of Mr. 
M. I. Nathan, silversmith and jeweller, of the 
former place. The marriage ceremony was jp«r- 
formed in Mr. Nathan’s garden in the presence of 
a numerous number of Jews and Christians (at 
least 200 persons) under an elevated canopy sup- 
ported by four yorths.

& grand martial air, preceded the bridegroom, 
who was attended by the bride’s father and grandy 
father; some minutes after, they were followed 
by the bride (veiled) attended by her mother and 
crandmother. Four green tapers were burned 
during the ceremony. The bride was led several 
times round the bridegroom, and the ring was put 
on the fourth finger of her left woes where ti 
remained until the next day, and yas Bi placed 
on the usual finger appropriated for that purpose, 
At the conclusion, a glass was handed round to the 
happy couple and their relations, out of which they 
all drank: it was then laid under the bridegroom's 
feet, and by him stamped to pieces, After the 
ceremony a large part of their friends sat down 
to a handsome dinner provided for the occasion.” 

(c) Births.—In Dr. Roth’s catalogue of the United 
Svnagocue archives, attention is drawn to a number 
of registers of births and of citcumcisions ; more 
often these were recorded separately, the circum- 
cisor practitioner, 
operating as an act of piety, and not a ‘congrega-

tional official, so that the record of the operations 


(kept by him sometimes in & prayer book) remained 
his private property. Suc h books are known to 
exist to-day in various hands, and a typical one, 
containing English entries, was published some 
years back in the States by Rabbi b. A. Elzas, of 
Charlestown, S. Carolina.* | 

The synagogal records of births, too, will be 
found to be somewhat meagre, since at various 
periods—in the 20th as well as in the 18th century 
—some of the synagogues only registered births 
at the special request of the parents. Analogous 
entries are to be found in the baptismal registers 
of parish churches, the. following sample excerpt 
being from the Registers of St. Helens, Bishopsgate, 
for October, 1686 (Harleian Society's Serics of 

registers, Vol. XXXII. 1904, p. 53). 

* At ye Speciall desire of Mr. Moses Nunez and 
Walcombe Nunez his wife, both Jewes, I have 
thought it meet to register ye time of their childrens 
Birth as followeth :— 

“David Nunez was Borne July ye 15th, 1681, 
tachell Nunez was Borne Aug. ye Ist, 1683. 
‘‘ Aaron Nunez was Borne Aprill ye 5th, 1685,” 

For the past ninety years the columns of births 
in a London weekly, Tuk Jewish CHronicie, have 
provided ‘voluminous material. 


D'RECTORIES AND OTHER ALPHABETICAL 


LISTS OF JEWISH NAMES. 

The first London Directory of 1677, reissued in 
1878 by Chatto & Windus, contains the names and 
addresses of no less than fifty recognisable Jewish 
merchants, only two of whom are Ashkenazi, 
Jewish names in smaller numbers can usually be 
picked out of late 18th century provincial direc- 
teries, and such entries often afford invaluable 
clues as to changes in the names and status of 
individual Jews.. The liste. of sworn brokers of 
the City of London include sore Jewish names from 
1657 onwards, and until reyistration was abolished 
in 1886. Indeed, in 1697, when the total number 
of brokers was limited to 100, the number of “ Jew 
Brokers " was fixed at twelve, and these names 


are available year by year in the Repertories of the 


Court of Aldermen at Guildhall (and sometimes in 
printed lists in the Library), right down to the 
1%h century. Mr. M. A, N. Lindo—an Elder vif 
the Bevis Marks Synagogue, and a direct descendant 
of Isaac Lindo, whe cscaped to London from the 
Inquisition in Kestoration times—is the last of «° 
long line to be sworn a broker (in his case in 1884). 
Six of his direct ancestors were in turn included 
among the twelve “Jew Brokers,” and he has 
rovently presented to the Guildhall Museum a 
remarkable collection, of six brokers’ medals (dating 
from 1697 to 1858), and of two brokers’ certificates 
(spanning the period from 1858 to the present day). 
The first purely Jewish directory to appear was 
“The Jewish Directory for 1874” of A. 1. Myers 


_ ® The date and title of the work are not available. 


(London). Then came G, E. Harfield’s “The 
Commercial Directory of the Jews of the United 
Kingdom ” (London, 1893). Since 1896 Tan Jewtsn 
Cymoxictun has issued annually a “Jewish Year 
Book,” containing a large “ Communal Directory.” 
Various printed works of Jewish interest give useful 
lists of Jewish patrons or subseribers. D. L. 
Laguna’s Spanish paraphrase of the Psalms 
(London, 1720) furnishes the names of some twenty 
London Jews. A. Alexander's “Service for the 
Two First Nights of Passover” (London, 1770) has 
no less than 145 names and addresses, whilst D. 
Levi's “ Fast Day Services, Vol. VI.” (London, 
1793), provides over 200 names and addresses of 
English and Colonial Jews. Yet another useful 
list of Jewish names is derivable from “ The Journal 
of the Ex-Libris Society” for 1904 (Vol. XIV.), 
where the late Israel Solomons’ catalogue of Jewish 
book-plates is printed (omitting 5 te Z). It yields 
163 names as well as some biographical and heraldic 
data, For my own use I have compiled a card 
index of some hundreds of Jewish naturalisations 
and endenisations ; for the most part the material 
has been extracted from Dr. W. A. Shaw's calendars 
which have appeared as Vols, 18, 24 and 27 of the 
Publications of the Huguenot Society of London. 
My closing suggestion under this heading is my own 
pet British Museum “crib,”-—Joseph Gulston’s 
manuscript biograplrical dictionary entitled ‘*Collec- 
tions for lives of foreigners connected with England.” 
It contains much Anglo-Judaica, and usually 
mentions its sources (B.M. Add. MSS, 2455660 and 
04280 /5). 


WILLS. 


If a calendar of all Anglo-Jewish wills could be | 


published most of our genealogical. conundrums 
would become solvable. J myself have collected 
many abstracts, not only from Somerset House, 
but also from the British West tndies. -Tae late 
Mr. Wolf's material was far more com prehensive, 
and should soon be available at University College, 
Meanwhile, Mr. Arthur Arnold, a Jewish under- 
graduate of Christ's College, Cambridge, is making 
a plucky effort during his vacations to compile a 
complete list of Anglo-Jewish wills, and the result 
so far achieved is most stimulating. 

| INQUISITION, 

The voluminous literature regarding the Holy 
Office, and, still more, its own vast archives (from 
which abstracts are nowadays procurable) could 
indubitably be made to yield up the social and com- 
mercial history of every British Sephardi family for 
the first century or more of its settlement in this 
realm. So far this mine has not been much explored, 
possibly because the nerves of would-be Jewish 
workers in this field are not strong enough to endure 
so many grisly tales of horror. An indication of 
the profuse genealogical data derivable from this 
source will be found in Lucien Wolf's “ Jews in the 
Canary Islands” (London, 1926), and in an un- 
published Lecture ‘which I gave to the Jewish 
Historical Society of England in November, 1924, 
“ A Spy's Report to the Lisbon Inqitisition on 
the Jews in London (Commonwealth period).” 

CONVERSION. 

The considerable literature which has grown up 
in England with regard to the conversion of in- 
dividual Jews is likely to be of some kelp in genealo- 
vical research. The converts were usually moved 
to issue their autobiographies, in which. their 
relations with their former brethren in faith, as 
well as with other Hebrew Christians, are often 
montioned. The Mocatta Library is rich in works 
of this kind, which began to appear already at the 
Restoration. The publications and the records of 
the London Society for Promoting Christianity 
among the Jews and of cognate bodies ought to 
prove a useful source for the past century and a 
quarter—particularly in compiling gentile pedigrees 


‘which contain Jewish clements. 


PARISH RECORDS. 

‘Those of St, Katherine Cree, which are mostly 
io the Guildhall Library, and which I have fully 
explored, include many hundreds of entries re- 
jatiny to loca!

LITIGATION, 

“Bibhotheca Anglo-Judaica ” (1887) cites forty 
trials and leading cases of Jewish interest, ani 
H. 8S. Q. Henriques in “ The Jews and the Englis! 
Law ” (London, 1908) adds largely to the list, and 
includes a table of statutes. An account of the most 
delectable of all Jewish lawsuits, a breach of promise 
case, appeared in 1754, in a pamphlet which is now 
extremely rare, “ The Proceedings at Large in the 
Arches Court of Canterbury between Mr. Jacoh 
Mendes da Costa and Mrs. Catherine da Costa Villa 
teal, both of the Jewish Religion and Cousin 
(rermans relating to a marriage contract.”

MISCELLANEA. 

Many of the older Jewish families own loose 
papers which might prove of inestimable value to 
genealogical searchers, and one of the aims of the 
new Jewish Museum at Woburn House is to arrange 
periodical exhibitions of such documents, The 
British Museum, of course, has a mass of materia! 
of this sort, including the voluminous Judaica of 
Emanuel Mendes da Costa (1717/1791), some time 
Fellow and Secretary of the Royal S« elety. Then 
the record of Anglo-Jewish activities in the. be- 
stowal of charity (as well as in its receipt) is avail- 
able in the reports and archives of various old. 
established non-synagogal Jewish charities, whose 
names and years of foundation are printed in the 
* Jewish Year Book.”” The Jewish Friendly Socict y 
movement (now conveniently grouped into two 
important Federations) should also be borne in 
mind, for these societies must have enrolled 
thousands of members during the last hundred 
years. They seem to be an 18th century develop- 
ment of the Jewish burial society, but very few 
members’ names have been preserved for their first | 
half-century of existence. 

For some reason which I cannot explain British 
Jews have seldom owned property for long, so that 
1 am not hopeful that topographical works or early 
maps will supply much information. But I have 
myself located three Jewish-owned sugar planta- 
tions on a 17th century thap of Barbados, whilst 
the English road books of coaching times occa- 
sionally fix the location of some Jewish plutocrat’s 
country seat. 

I have left until the last, and | put forward, very 
shrinkingly, the somewhat strange suggestion that 
a truly dogged searcher ought not to overlook 
examining the Annals of Crime. The index of 
obituary notices in “ The Gentleman’s Magazine ” 
for 1731/1780 (published by the British Record 
Society in 1891) points to a number of Jewish 
executions at T'yburn. Governor Phillip’s pub- 
lished account of his voyage in 1788 to Botany Bay 
includes as an appendix a list which gives somo 
personal details of the male and female convicts 
on board the transports, and here. too, a number 
of Jewish names occur, Both Sephardi cemeteries 
in Mile End had an unhallowed corner (“ behind 


the boards”) for the burial of actors, bastards, 


criminals and pugilists, but no record of names was 
kept by that Jewish community, M. Dorothy 
George in “London Life in the 17th Century” 
(1925) gives some particulars of Jewish delinquents, 
and you will all remember that Jonathan Wild, the 
original of Peachum in “ The Beggar's Opera,” had 
as his “lieutenant of the North Road” one Abra- 
ham Mendez, who suffered with him. But these 
are what Kipling calls “ the flaccid tissues of long 
dead issues offensive to God and mankind,” and I 
propose now to cease talking scandal—indeed, to 
cease talking altogether—reminding you merely 
that Anglo-Jewish criminals must clearly have been 
indirectly responsible for some of the changing of 
names to which at the outset I dirccted your 
attention.

THE MANAGEMENT OF BEQUESTS. 


A Special Conference of the Zionist Federation was held on 
Sunday in the Communal Centre.’ The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, who 
presided, said that they must mobilise all their forces in the 
country, to redouble their efforts on behalf of Palestine and at the 
same time to proclaim to the whole world that they would not 
allow any tampering with Jewish rights in Palestine, and that they 
would insist upon the maintaining -of the Balfour Declaration and 
the terms of the Mandate as they had been interpreted through 
the letter which the Prime Minister addressed in February 1951 to 
Dr. Weizmann. 

The Rev. M. L. Pertzweria, the Chairman of the Organisation 
and Propsganda Committee, gave a report of the educational and 
propaganda activities of the Federation. He said that the course 
of lectures which had been arranged by the Central Office and had 
been held all over the country had aroused enthusiasm on a scale 
which had never been reached before. Lectures bad been given in 
large towns such as Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool and Glasgow and 
in’ smaller centres such as Middlesbrough and Bournemouth. 
While the Propaganda work during the last five months had 
been a success they had ‘this alarming fact, that. instead of the 
Federation depending for its strength upon its constituent bodies 
the constiiuent bodies were trying to draw their strength from the 
Federation. The Z onist Federation had only meaning and strength 
in so far as it was-able to draw it from its constiluents. The proper 
thing must be for every Jewish centre in London and the Provinces 
to have a’strongly organised Zionist Sgciety which had bebind it not 
only a large membership, but the of individual personalities 
in the district. The Propaganda C 1ittee had revived local Zionist 
Societies in London, and had established a number of new societies 
in districts where there bad not previously beén ore. They bad also 
nttempted to make the governing bodies of all these Societies as 
representative as possible. They must get in close contact with 
non-Jewish political leaders, so thatin time of crisis they could be a 
scurce of strength to the movement.

£100,000 RAISED IN SMALL CONTRIBUTIONS. 


A large and distinguished company attended the reception 
which was given in honour of Dr. and Mrs. CHAIM WEIZMANN, at 
(laridge’s, Brook Street, W.1, on Wednesday evening. 

Viscountess ERLEIGH, who presided, read a number of messages 
wishing the funetion success, and apologies for inabilily to be 


‘present from, among others, Lord and Lady Reading, Lady Astor 


and P:ofessor S. Brodetsky, who was engaged on University duties 
in Leeds. Viscountess Erleigh algo extended a warm welcome to 
Mr. Nahum Sokolow, who had returned only afew days ago from his ~ 
tour in America. 


The CuieFr Rapp (Dc. J. H. Hertz) said that the results of Dr. 
Weizmann's South African tour were truly astonishing in times like 
the presen', something like £75,000 having already been collected, 
which sum, when the final returns were received, would reach 
a total figure of approximately £100,000. Dr. Hertz paid a 
warm tribute to South African Jewry and went on to remind the 
gathering that that was the fiftieth anniversary. of the beginnings 
of the resurrection of the Holy Land by Jewish voluntary effort and 
by Jewish labour as well as the thirtioth anniversary of the founda- 
tion of the Jewish National Fund and the tenth anniversary of the 
reclamation of the-Emek. He asked them to bagome partners in 
this creative work, in this work of resurrection. The Jews in South 
Africa were doing more than their duty; so were their Chalusim, 
Let them follow their example. By doing this they would be show- 
ing their appreciation in the most practical manner of the weeks of 
arduous labour which Dr. and Mrz. Weizmann had put in while in 
South Africa. 16 would be the best manifestation of their will to 
become part and parcel of eternal Israel.

Lord MELCHE?T said that nothing kad impressed him more than 
the work which he bad recently seen in Palestine. Although every 
otber country was to-day suffering from terrible unemployment, 
there was, if anything, a shortege of_Jabour in Palestine.

. FIFTY YEARS OF PALESTINE WORK. 


The importance of the land in the upbuilding of Palestine was 
particularly stressed by Professor 8S: Bropretsky, who, with My. 
RoperRT B. SoLoMON, the President of the Jewish National Fund, 
addressed a largely-attended meeting of the Association of Young 
Zionist Societies.at a J.N.F. Jubilee Celebration Demonstration 
last week at the First Avenue Hotel, High Holborn. The proceed- 
ings Were presided over by Mr. A. KRAMER. 

In the first part of his address, Professor BRODETsKY gave 
an interesting survey of the beginnings of modern Zionism. 
They were celebrating, he said, the thirtieth anniversary of the 
foundation of the Jewish National .Fund and the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the beginnings of the modern move towards Palestine. 
After tracing the history of Chibat Zion and the Jewish National 
Fund during the past fifty years, Professor Brodetsky siid that the 
work which was started by the Chibat Aon Movement fifty years ago 
was still the principle of their Zionist work to-day and would have to 
remain so in future. The Jewish National Home would be built up 
by Jews who would go to Palestine and by those Jews and Jewesses 
settling on the land which they had to acquire. That was fanda- 
mental, and nothing that could be said and done could produce any 
change in this fundamental situation. That was why he considered 
that the J.N.F., with its « mphasis upon the acquisition of land, was 
doing not only the work which the Chibat Zion Movement started, 
but was doing a work upon which the future of Jew sh National life 
bad to be based. Referring to the French Report, Professor Brodetsky 
said that i was to be published when the policy of the Government 
on the question of development was decided upon. It was not for 
him to say when the Government was going to decide that policy 
or what it was going'to be, but he had a sort of suspicion that 1t was 
going to take aconsiderable time.

Immigration and Emigration Figures. 
DROP IN THE NUMBER OF TOURISTS. 


The Director of Palestine Immigration reports that 5,533 immi- 
grants were registered in Palestine during 1951. OF these, 4.075 
(1.604 men. 1.863 women and 608 children) were Jews. Included 
among these immigrants were 1,580 persons who were in Palestine 
already illegally, but received permission to stay. Among these 
were 939 Jews, 502 Christians, 137 Moslems and two Druses. The 
corresponding figures for 1930 were 6,455 immigrants (5,356 men, 
2116 women and 931 children), of whom 4,944 (2,550 men, 1,700 
women and 694 children) were Jews. 

In the course of the year, 282 Palestinian citizens (138 Jews, 
88 Christians and 56 Moslems) and 1,064 aliens (528 Jews, 455 
Christians ‘and 51 Moslems) were recorded to have left Palestine 
permanently. Of these, 895, of whom 445 were Jews, had settled in 
Palestine under the present Administration. ‘This total also 
includes 182 British Police repatriated. The figure shows a 
considerable decrease as compared with previous years, and is the 
lowest yearly record since these statistics have been compiled. 

About 9,000 tourists are stated to have come to Palestine 
during the year. The comparative numbers for 1930 were 18 200; 
and for 1929, the last comp!ete year before the depression com- 
menced, 16,500. 54,764 travellers and 31,617 returning residents 
were recorded to have entered Palestine during the year and 52,790 
travellers to have left. 31,726 residents stated that they were leaving 
Palestine temporarily. The increase in the number of returning 
residents both relative and absolute, was due to the number of 
Palestinia.:s who had emigrated to America and returned during. 
the year in consequence of the industrial depression in the United 
states. 

A New Colony.

SONS OF FIRST JEWISH COLONISTS. 


The B'nai Benjamin Organisation, which consists of sons of the | 


first Jewish colonists in Palestine, is starting a fourth colony in 
wddition to its three existing colonies, Ben Aharon, Herzlia and 
Nathania, which will be known as Yehudia, in commemoration of 
the famous Hebrew lexicographer, Eliezer Ben Yehuda, the tenth 
anniversary of whose death will occur next Chanucah. A hundred 
sons of colonists will be settled in the new colony, which consists 
of about 3,C00 dunams, and another 3,000 dunams may be added, in 
which case more settlers will be brought in. Thecolony is situated 
between Tel Mond in the South-east and Nathania in the North- 
west. ‘The soil is-exceptionally fertile in Mhis' region. 

The means for securing the land were largely obtained through 
the assistance of Mr. Blum, of Philadelphia, owner of the artificial 
teeth factory in Tel Av.v, who made a very considerable contribu- 
tion, and additional funds were obtained by a delegation consisting 
of Messrs. Ittamar Ben-Avi and Ben-Ami, who visited America for 
the purpose.

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Parliamentary Notes. 


A “Slaughter of Animals” Pamphlet. 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.| 


A pamphlet by the Rabbi of the Great Synagogue, Cannon Street 
Road, E, entitled “ The Jewish Method of Slaughter and Licensing 
of Slaughterers,”’ and described in a foreword as “A Rabbinical 
Responsa" (sic), has been circulated among a number of Members 
of the House of Commons in the Jast few days. This pamphlet 
appears to have perplexed some of the non-Jewish Members among 
whom, so far as my enquiries go, its distribution seems to have been 
limited. 

Tre Author contends that the Slaughter of Animals Bill before 
Parliament has led to an attempt “by a certain section of Jewry to 
gain the monopoly of the Jewish method of slaughtering.” As this, 
he states, “is contrary to Jewish Laws and traditions,’ he feels it 
his “ bounden duty to acquaint our Gent le legislators with the true 
facts of the cise.’ This probably explains the limited character of 
the circulation of the pamphlet. The “ facts” which the writer 
adduces are set forth in a lengthy extract from the author of the 
Sepher Ha-Crinuch, which is followed by a sta'ement of the duties 
and obligations of the Shochet, and among other authorities referred 
to for the edification of “ our Gentile legislators” are Maimonides, 
Moses Isserles, Rabbi Shabsi Cohen, Rabbi Moses Sofer and Gaon 
Rabbi Elijah of Vilna. 

The pamphlet claims “ that we (the Rabbis) who dwell in this 
great City of London which can be reckoned as a whole Country in 
itself and every part of it as a separate City, possess full rights of 
Rabbis and are empowered to appoint S/ioc/ictim and open slaughter 
houses.” An appeal is made to ~ Leaders of the Country” not to 
hand over to people, many of whom (states the pamphlet) ~ are 
totally ignorant of our Law and therefore non-observant of its 
practices,’ the “vested rights of the spiritual heads of the 
Jewish residents in this Country.” With regard to those 
who are alleged to te seeking Parliamentary sancton “to 
take from us our. rights and privileges,’ their action 
is described “according to the Laws of our Holy Terah asa 
deliberate travesty of our Holy Religion” and “causes its p rpe- 
trators to bring themselves under the category of those who are to 
be .excommunicated,” but who, apparehtly, are to e cape the 
sentence of excommunication, for such an act “is contrary to the 
rules of the Country.” I understand that some of those who have 
received this pamphlet and who, because of their interest in Jewish 
matters, have attempted to master its contents, hive found them- 
selves not a little confused by the elaborate exposition of Jewish 
law set forth by the author.

The Thirtv-Sixth Ordinary General Meeting ofthe British Electric Traction

The most important matter of the past year was that they had sold their 
interest in the Scdttish General Transport Co. That was a Company which for 
some years past had been doing badiv and had paid no dividends, though it had 
reached the stage in the past vear when it might have paida dividend, but 
it happened that it was an undertaking which was worth more to their neigh. 
bours than to themselves. Therefore, they had not had much difficulty in 
reaching a deal which, he hoped, was mutually advantageous, The result, so 
far as they were concerned, was that they had received about a quirter-of-a- 
million of money which had hitherto been. unproductive and now, by re-inves-:- 
ment, weuld once more come to fruition.

sideration of it until the end of the financial vesr. When they came to consider 
it they had found that times had still more chapged. But they had led the 
sharehoiders to think that they were going to do Something them, and the 
question then was—what was the best they could do. It gave them anxious 
thought, and they could find nothing better than to give the shareho'ders a 
bonus of 100 per cent. in stock. He did not say that that was the best possible 
scheme, but he did say most emphatically that it was the best scheme that they 
could find, and he hoped that shareholders would regard it in that light. 

If they could put the Company into liquidation that day; if they ccnld sell 
their securities at the prices which were ruling, depreciated as they were, 
and if they could pay cff their debentures and their preference stock at par, it 
was his belief that the return which they could make to the holders of their 
deferred stock would be considerably more than the price which it commanded 
in the market to-day. 

' As to prospects, if things remained exactly as they were to-day—and he 
emphasised to-day—there was no reason whatever why their income for the 
current year ‘should not be equal to the income of the past year. ‘Applause.) 
On the other hand, they knew that they had in cash about £334,000 on a large 
portion of which no dividend was paid last year. ;

T is time we had another little chat about 
ourselves, for the League continues to 
expand and hundreds of new members

AN EXPANDING LEAGUE. 

But that is only one place out of many where 
the League is gaining a foothold. I have had 
interesting letters recently from South and 
Central Africa, from Egypt, from many (some 
quite remote) places in Australia, from the 
United States, from Canada, from France, 
Germany and, last but not least, from Pales- 
tine. And this list is by no means exhaustive. 
Among other things, this indicates the wide- 
spread circulation of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
but it shows also—and from my point of view 
this is more important—that the young peop'e 
in all these centres are Jewishly alive and feel 
their solidarity with the rest of the House of 
Israel. Any live organisation cannot afford to 
stand still. It must grow. And the League 
is growing by leaps and bounds. Indeed, itis 
crowing so fast that I have had on several 
occasions recently to apologise to those new 
members who have perforce been kept waiting 
for their certificates. I am glad to acknow- 
ledge the patience with which they have 
waited, and am pleased to know that when the 
certificates have been received, they have 
given pleasure and satisfaction. 

OUR CORRESPONDENCE EXCHANGE. 

But perhaps the section of the League which 
has shown most vitality has been the Corres- 
pondence Exchange. It has been a source of 
great pleasure to me to know how much this 
feature is appreciated and what advantage is 
taken of it. I am constantly receiving expres- 
sions of thanks ftom members who have added 
n new interest to their lives by the correspond- 
ence that they huve been carrying on with 
cousins in many different parts of the world, 
I am happy, too, to know that some close 


personal friendships have been established 


through the medium of the Exchange, and I 


should not be surprised to learn that these 


friendships prove deep and lasting associa- 
tions. But the real benefit of the Exchange 
and the correspondence that results from it 
is the exchange of ideas and information 
between Young Israelites living in different 
parts, so‘that it serves as a genuine educative 
instrument. I should like to give a hint to 
many readers who may wish to enjoy the 
benefits of the Exchange, that they need not 
necessarily have a personal notice inserted. 
They can themselves initiate a correspond. 


ence by writing to those whose names and 


addresses appear from time to time. I should 
also like fo say that the Exchange is limited 
to young people and—much as I should like 


to do so—I am unable to extend the hospitality 
of the section to those who are “children of 
a larger growth.” I think that there is room 
for such an Exchange, though there are certain 
obvious difficulties in the way. 


A CHARITABLE MEDIUM. 


Our page continues to be the medium for 
much kind charitable effort. I should like to 
see this feature a little more “lively.”’ [know 


‘ the times are not very good and spare pocket- 


money is not too plentiful. At the same time, 
I cannot help feeling that there are many 
readers who could—if they only would—help 
our funds a little more than they do. I know 
that our special Fund is a bit halting. I should 
like to complete it. There are various little 
ways, besides direct contributions, in which it 
can be helped forward. One or two readers 
bave already organised little enteriainments 
and forwarded quite substantial proceeds.
